Burns In Blast 
At GE Plant 


A violent explosion which shook 
the cleaning department of the 
General Electric plant in Ontario 


shortly before 11 o’clock last night 
sent three Ontario men to the hos- 
pital, shattered windows in the 
building and did considerable 
damage to equipment. Concus- 
sion from the blast rattled win- 
dows in the downtown section of 
the city. 

In a serious condition at San 

Antonio Community. hospital this 
morning were Robert. Winsor, 26, 
930 East D street, and R,.L, Wehn, 
20, 22214 South Vine, avenue, both 
of whom sustained severe second 
degree burns in the upper portion 
of the body. J. D. Fahnstock, 24, 
1019 South Sultana avenue, was 
released from the hospital last 
hight after treatment for burns 
on the arm and head. 
_ A call from the plant for am- 
bulances was received by Ontario 
police at 10:45 and two police cars 
with Asst. Chief Glover and Of- 
ficers Roberson and H. D.: Wil- 
liams rushed to the scene to assist 
in removing the victims. 

According to reports from 
plant officials the blast was caus- 
ed by the overheating of a filter 
during the cleaning process of the 
metal just before it enters. the 
assembly line. The cleaning vat 
contained no acid and patented 
solutions are used only in the 
tank. 

The first indication of trouble 
occurred when Winsor, one of the 
workers, noticed that the clean- 
ing solution was very hot and had 
turned a “dark amber cotor”. 
Winsor notified Fahnstock, who 
immediately shouted to the rest of 
the men to get away quickly. The 
explosion occurred almost immed- 
iately, showering the»,.men with 
hot liquid.

“The bill Gontains a workable 
fystem within an agency which 
is @ going concern and which to 
my knowledge has done an ex- 
cellent job,” Anderson said. 

He appeared before the com- 
thittee as a representative of the 
California House delegation and 
ghairman of its agriculture sub- 
committee. 

Anderson expressed particular 
faterest in two provisions of the 
bill:

Foreign labor costs the farm- 
employer more than domestic la- 
bor, he said. 

“Certainly,” he added, “with 
farmers assuming all the costs 
of: recruitment, transportation and 
medical care, foreign labor will be 
iised only when crops and live- 
stock products would be wasted 
®ecause there was not sufficient 
labor to handle the production, 
harvesting and handling of such 
Jarm products.”

May Be Denied All G.I. Benefits 


WASHINGTON, June 18 (®)— 
The House Veterans committee 
recommended today that all vet- 
erans benefits be denied to Com- 
munists, Communist sympathizers 
and those owing allegiance to any 
government “subservieht” to the 
Soviet Union. 

Under terms of a measure by 
Rep. Crow  (.t-Pa.); which the 
committee approved at a closed 
session, each veteran applying for 
benefits would be required to file 
an affidavit attesting that he: 

1. “Is not a member of the 
Communist party. 

2. “Is not in sympathy with 
the general aims of the Commu- 
nist party. 

3. ‘Does not owe allegiance to 
the government or che Union of 
Soviet Socialist republics or to 
any government subservient there- 
to.” 

Those swearing to a false affi- 
davit would be subject to fines up 
to $2,500, and imprisonment for 
an unspecified time. 

The committee also voted to 
send to the house floor a bill boost- 
ing the government’s subsistence 
allowance for veterans going to
